The best plan is 
to mix the poison in the morning and 
to apply it late in the day, so that it 
will be moist and attractive when the 
cutworm* eome forth in the evening 
to feed. 


The treatment may be repented if 
all of the cutworms are not destroy­ 
ed by the first application. 
As this 
mash is poisonous, young 
children, 
livestock, and poultry should be kept 
away from fields where it has been 
applied.
